ÇONGRESS, in its last day s before th e elec­ 
tion recess, ap p roved limited controls to 
guard against inflation. 
Most of th e resp on­ 
sibility for keep ing p rices in line and Amer­ 
ican money on a sound basis still rests with 
p rivate business and individuals. 
War h as alway s brough t inflation. Living 
costs rose 7 1 p ercent during th e Civil War, 
9 9 p ercent during World War I and 64 p er­ 
cent during World War II. 
How much th ey 
will rise in th e p resent sp iral dep ends on 
official and individual action to avert th e 
ever-increasing danger. 
Th e Institute of Life Insurance th us sum­ 
marizes th e resp onsibilities facing th e dif­ 
ferent segments of national life: 
Th e Government—Adop t p ay - as - y ou - go 
tax ation p rogram to finance defense cost; cut 
non-military ex p enditures to th e bone; adop t 
sound fiscal p olicies to maintain integrity of 
th e p ublic credit; sell more of th e federal 
debt outside th e banking sy stem. 
Business — Ex ert max imum effort to h old 
p rices down; avoid inventory sp eculation; ex ­ 
p and p roduction facilities wh ere th e need is 
clear. 
Labor—Produce more in order to increase 
th e sup p ly of goods and keep p rices down; 
forego demands for wage increases bey ond 
wh at is needed to meet th e cost of living. 
Th e Individual — Voluntary restraint in 
p ersonal sp ending; more saving out of cur­ 
rent income; less credit and installment buy ­ 
ing and more p ay ing off debts. 
WTorid. afia.rs make some modification in 
normal living standards inescap able. 
Unless 
th ese come voluntarily th ey surely will come 
by cump uls.on. Th is nation is committed to 
p rep aration for war wh ich it fervently h op es 
will never come. No nation can build a war 
footing and p reserve life as usual. 
Unless th e p eop le make th eir adjustment 
voluntarily th e government must and will 
make it for th em.

Board to require registration. 


A WORD h ere about th e board. 
Th e members will receive $12,- 
500 a y ear salary . Th ey must be 
ap p ointed by th e President and 
confirmed by th e Senate. Th ere 
may be some difficulty in find­ 
ing h igh ly qualified men of p rop ­ 
er judicial temp erament — not 
witch -h unters—to take th e jobs 
and assume th e h eadach es. But 
assuming th ey can be found, th ey 
will be given recess ap p ointments 
and it is h op ed th ey will be ready 
to function by Oct. 23.

T^RIENDS today are try ing to salvage as 
much as p ossible of an institution wh ich 
crumbled a few nigh ts ago.

He earned $4,000,000 in th e 
ring but h e gave it away with a lavish h and 
to th ose in need. 
Unsuccessful investments 
drained h is fortune away . 
He entered h is last figh t owing th e gov­ 
ernment $200,000 in income tax es from h is 
better day s. 
His sh are of th e receip ts are 
insufficient to p ay th e claim. Th ere is wh ere 
h is real friends sh ow th emselves. 
Some of 
th ose wh o remain loy al h ave undertaken to 
negotiate a settlement with th e government 
and believe th ey will succeed. 
Louis h as some modest business interests. 
If h e can be h elp ed over h is p resent financial 
difficulty th e future sh ould not be too h ard.

Reco rded sho ws o n tape to 
be play ed to fro ntline—o r 
rear echelo n—tro o ps. 
In th e last war th e U.S.O. 
staged elaborate sho ws fo r 
th e troop s. But in this war 
th e only Holly wood fig ure to 
sh ow up o n th e fro nt has 
Hai B a r f 
b e e n A1 Jolson, who has 
since returned to th e United States. 
But 
even Jolson couldn’t be sp read over an army 
figh ting o n two fronts. 
Jackson said if Holly wood stars wo uld 
record brief skits on tap e, th ese tap es co uld 
be carried up forward as far as regimental 
command p osts and p lay ed to th e troop s. 
“All it would take would be a jeep and 
battery ,” Jackson said.

Portland, Ore., said, “I th ough t for a little 
wh ile we were going to be co o ked like 
sausages.” 


A MARINE PATRQL was lucky th at Tech. 
Sgt. F. G. Ezell of 2814 King st, Greenville, 
Tex ., was bringing up th e rear wh en a four- 
man squad went looking for two Reds h iding 
in a rice p addy .

started. 
Jack and some of h is friends man* 
aged to scrounge a casq of wh iskey from th e 
officers club—and th ey buried it in a secret 
p lace wh en th e Communist invasion started. 
“Jack gave me a map sh owing wh ere h e 
h id th e case,” Ezell said. 
“Th at is th e first 
p lace I’m going wh en we get to Seoul.”

Heaters, in­ 
cluding staves, should be on in­ 
sulated metal, cement or other 
incombustible bases.
